In  tlic  voiir  18'J2  tin-  Januiicu  P(.»i-triiit  (ialh-ry  was  {^ja-iied  at  tlio 
Institute  with  twenty-five  })ertraits  of  (h)vernois  and  other  pe!-s(j)n> 
eehd^rated  in  tlie  island’s  history.  To-day  it  includes  oiu*  huiuhed 
and  forty-one. 

As  mosaics  are  made  up  of  a numher  of  t('ss(‘rie  or  small  pieces  of 
stone,  so  is  liistory  in  a large  degree  made  up  of  a collection  of 
}>iographies.  But  as  an  oil-})ainting,  with  its  effects  of  chiaroscuro- — 
its  det)ths  of  shadows,  its  points  of  high  light,  ('xceecls  in  artistic  merit 
the  stiller  mosaic,  so  do  the  writings  of  historians  such  as  acaulay 
and  Froude  exccd  the  woi  k of  the  mere  annalist.  The  labours  of  the 
latter  are,  however,  a useful  prelude  to  those  of  the  foianer. 

With  that  end  in  view  a few  notes  on  the  men  whose  lives  hav(‘ 
gone  towards  making  Jamaica  histoiy — so  far  at  least  as  it  has  been 
found  possible  to  include  their  portraits  in  the  Jamaica  lh)rt!ait 
Gallery,  have  been  arranged  in  chronological  ordei'. 

The  personages  re})resentetl  are,  ))roadly  speakijig,  of  three  cla'>es  : 
(i)  natives  of  Jamaica,  such  as  Hill,  Joi'don  and  (f^lxuii,  who  spent 
their  lives  and  made  their  names  in  the  island  ; (ii)  natives  of  Jamaica 
who  achieved  f;nne  abroad,  a smalhu'  class,  such  as--to  naiiu'  two 
widelybliU’erent  })ersons  - Lord  Ma}or  Leckford  iind  M]-s.  Seacole  ; 
(iii)  Englishmen  who,  as  governors,  naval  aiul  militaiw'  heroes,  minis- 
ters of  religio]],  or  men  of  science  or  letters  ha\e  exercised  an  in- 
fluence, more  or  less  ])ermanent,  on  the  island's  history-— sm-h  as 
Beld)o^v,  IvodtH'V  and  Xelsoji  on  the  sea  ; ‘HV'tei*  Jhndar,’’  8m(»llett, 
M onk  Lewis  and  .M iclau'l  Scott  in  literature  ; Sir  1 1 ans  Sloane,  I tancer, 
and  G(.)sse  in  science  ; (feorge  Fox,  Gokt'  and  Li]>scomb  in  I'cligion  ; 
and  Ilakewill  and  iMiss  Xorth  in  aiJ. 

Gr(jU}>ed  under  these  \'arious  heads,  the  biographies  of  Jamaica 
worthies  would  f<»rm  subjects  for  an  intina'sting  series  of  studies. 
But,  although  the  form  sc'h'ctixl  a chiaiiutf igical  arrangtanent  — 
in\'()lv('s  a dri{'r  lia'atmcnt  and  giv('s  less  scop(' tor  compai  ison,  it  pro- 
bablv  mav  ri'sull  ina  studv  men'  useful  froiu  an  educational  stand

''cc  N\itli  mine,  is  now  valnaltlt*  to  me,  and  much  Itetter  than  none  at 
all. 

It  has  ahvays  struck  me  that  historical  j)ortrait  galleries  far  trans- 
cend in  worth  all  other  kinds  of  national  collections  of  pictures  what- 
ever : that,  in  fact,  they  ought  to  exist  in  every  eountry  as  among  the 
most  popular  and  cherished  national  jtossessions.” 

It  is  in  this  spirit  that  the  Jamaica  Portrait  Gallery  has  keen  formed; 

and  the  present  guide  has  Imen  written  with  a view^  to  showing  how 

closely  the  portraits  ai-e  connected  with  the  various  historical  asj)ects 

))r('sented  hy  the  ev('i'-changing  fortunes  of  the  island.  Though  few 

in  jiumherand  some  of  no  great  i)itrinsic  worth,  the  portraits  should 

he  found  not  unworthv  of  an  hour’s  studv.

At’tm’  on(‘  of  the  most  inexcusable  of  failures  in  the  attempt  on 
Hispaniola  (nr,  to  give  to  it  its  original  name,  M'hich  has  .survived 
Columbus’s  designation,  Haiti),  due  in  some  measure  to  silly  jealousy 
between  the  naval  and  militarv  authorities  when,  to  use  Venables’s 
own  words,  passion  usui'ped  the  seat  of  reason,  and  also  to  want  of 
care  on  the  part  of  those  responsible  for  the  organization  of  the  ex- 
pedition, Penn — best  known  to  Americans  as  the  father  of  the  founder 
nf  Pennsylvania,  Avhich  Avas  named  after  him — and  Venables,  joint 
commandei-s  of  an  expedition  intended  to  “ assault  the  Spaniard  in 
the  West  Indies,”  entered  what  Ave  noAV  call  Kingston  harbour  on  tlie 
lOtli  of  i\Iay  IGoo,  and  after  but  a feeble  resistance  on  the  part  of  the 
Spaniards  took  possession  of  the  island,  Avhich  for  a time  remained 
under  militaiy  rule  ; IvlAvard  Ooylev,  the  last  military  ruler  becom- 
ing th(^  Hrst  civil  governor.  The  governors  goAmrned  by  the  advice 
of  a Coinicil,  and  the  ])eople  exprc'ssed  their  aGcavs  through  the  House 
of  Asstnnbly,  (d(*cted  bv  the  various  parishes.  The  House  of  Assem- 
bly, Avith  all  its  faults,  began  its  sittings  at  six  o’clock  in  the  morning 
with  prayor.  The  m^gi'oi's  belonging  to  the  S])aniards  retreated  to 
s(‘clud(‘d  spots  in  the  interior,  and  became  the  forerunners  of  the 
.Maroons  avIio  for  V(‘ai-s  gaA’e  much  troubh*  to  the  authorities  bv  their 
1 I wh'ssjicss. 

So  unpo]>ular  was  the  island  in  its  mirly  days  that  Avhen  in  October 
of  the  year  (jf  its  cajitur(*  Mvn(;s  Avas  a])pointed  to  the  “ iSIarston 
.Moor,"  Avhirh  had  gone  home  from  .Jamaica,  the  men  mutinied  on 
btdng  ord(U(*d  back  to  the  W('st  [ndies.  HoAvever,  back  she  came, 
reaching  the  island  in  .January  IGoG,  and  dui'ing  the  mevt  si.x  or  seven 
yea  I S,  .Myngs  — Pejpvs  tells  us  canu*  into  great  renoAvn”  : and  Colonel 
Wblliam  Ihu'ston  in  his  “.Joui’nal”  says  ‘‘during  those  times.  Captain 
.Minns,  in  tin*  .Marston  .Moor,  with  some  (Aher  ships  in  his  company, 
took  many  priz(‘s,  pillag(al  and  burnt  many  toAvns  on  the  main  and 
returned  victorious,  but  Avas  (unulated  foi‘  his  success,  and  not  long 
aftm- was  sent  by  Cfdoind  Doyh^y  for  Pngland.”  In  IG.^M)  iVIyngs  cap- 
tuiaal  Coro  and  Cumana  in  Vemv.mda,  laTurning  to  .Jamaica  Avith 
])lund(‘r  A’alm'd  at  about  a (.juarter  of  a million  ])OUnds.  In  IGG2  he 
cajitui'ed  Sant iago  d(*  (.’uba,  (hdeating  Cristoforo  Auialdo  Sasi,  avIio 
had  be(m  the  last  Sjainish  goAumnor  (jf  .Jamaica.

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a stay  in  Jaiiiiiicn.”  'I'Ih'  i ("^iilt.s  were  jiublished  in  his  “ Jamaica 
Vic\v(Ml’’  in  H<‘  i<“tin)ic(l  to  I'higland  at  the  llestoratinn,  when 

(Jhiirles  It.  ellin-ed  him  the  post,  of  secretaiy  to  Lord  \Vindsor  the 
newly  a])})ointed  goveiaior  of  Jamaica,  hut  Jlickeringill  prefci’i’cd  to 
t;)ke  holy  orders. 

In  IGGl  the  pi'inciple  of  the  ^sayigation  Act,  passed  hy  Ci'omwell  ten 
yeai’s  eai'lier  aiming  at  the  Dutch  canying  t?’ade,  was  j-e-allirmed  hy 
Charles  I t ; and  this  forbidding  of  caiaying  goods  to  Lritish  ports  in 
aught  hut  Lritish  ships  was  an  (mdless  source  of  contlict  between 
liritish  and  foreign  \'essels  f(jr  many  a year  to  come. 


PI.ANTKD  AND  Sf.AVL  IGGl  -1806. 

Though  Doylev  had  in  the  end  become  a civil  governor,  he  was  too 
much  imbued  with  militarism  to  make  a good  civil  organizer,  and

1662.  Tie  had  })ublished 
at  Larbado.s,  route ^ a 

proclamation  for  the  en- 
couragement <»f  settlers 
in  Jamaica.  He  brought 
w i th  h i m J a m a i ca ’s  m a gn a 
charta,  a jiroclamation 
from  the  King  that  all 
liorn  in  Jamaica  of  Tlng- 
lish  subjects  should  be 
citizens  of  England,  and 
the  right  to  make  laws, 
to  be  in  force  for  two 
yi'ai’s  only  unless  a])prov- 
cd  by  the  Crown  : also  a 
lai’ge  silviu’-gilt  mace 
(which  has  mysteriously 
disap]>car('d,  but  waspro- 
bably  vci’y  like  the  cai’- 
licrofthc  two  maces  in 
the  Institute),  the  arms 
umh'r  his  ]>ortrait,  and  a broad  seal.  lie 
lit  during  that  time  lit' did  gotxl  organizing 
Work,  and  laid  tht'  f<»umlation  of  man\'  of  the  conditions  under  which 
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tliL*  }»!aiit('rs  of  .Jainaioa,  Oy  tlieaiO  of  tlioir  slavos,  voix*  to  rca])  for- 
tune^ (luring  the  iioxt  century  and  a lialf. 

( )n  Windsor'.s  d('}»arture,  ^Sir  Cn  aim.ks  Lvt'I’klton,  ^\  llo  luid  accoin- 
|.anic‘(l  liiin  as  clianceHor  and  li('Ut cnant-govc'rnoi’,  assumed  control. 
L\  ttc]t(m  did  miicli  towaivls  tlu'  pacification  of  the  maroons;  In'  divided 
the  inland  intot  welv('  {unishes  ; In*  summoiual  tin'  first  lh)Use  of  Assem- 
hlv  wliicli  met  in  tlie  colonv,  hut  lu'  liad  to  leavi'  on  account  of  ill-liealth 
in  lGh4.  During  his  gcjvernorship  the  Royal  African  Company,  in  udiich 
many  memljei's  of  the  Royal  family  had  shares,  uas  incorporated  for 
tlie  ]iui'pose  of  impi.u'ting  slaves  fi’om  Africa  to  the  West  Tiidies  : and 
tlui^  a great  im})etus  was  given  to  the  system  of  slavery  which  was  to 
lie  like  a curse  on  Jamaica  for  nearly  two  centuries. 

Durijig  the  adniinistration  of  iSir  Thomas  iModvford,  who  was  gover- 
nor  from  1664  to  1671,  a census  was  taken,  and  in  1664  the  island  was 
^urveved,  and  divided  into  pari'^hes  in  1670  : a ma]>  was  published  giv- 
ing the  results  in  the  following  yeai‘.  These  })arishes,  as  time  went  on 
and  planting  inereased,  were  gradually  subdivided  until  they  reached 
'I'l  in  number,  to  be  induced  to  their  present  14  by  Sir  John  Peter 
Grant. 

When  in  .June  1671  SirTIuunas  Lvnch  arrived  as  lieutenant-gover- 
iKU-  he  probably  brought  with  him  the  news  that  by  the  ti'eaty  of 
Madi'id.  on  the  8th  July  1670,  Jamaica  had  been  formally  ceded  to 
1‘lngland:  and  thus  tlu'  most  pi-essing  need  of  constant  defence  against 
Spanish  attack  laid  b('(m  lemoved,  and  greatc'r  encouragement  was 
gi\'en  to  })lanting. 

In  l<)71.too.  (iKom.K  box.  the  foumh'r  of  the  Societv  of  l^’riends,

The  son 
of  C'olomd  lleckford,  and  tln^  father  of  the  author  of  “ Vathek,”  he  was 
horn  in  Jamaica  in  I7tl0,  hut  left  the  island  in  1723,  to  I'cvisit  it  only 
once  in  i73~)  foi*  a ycaii'.  Beckford  inheiitcd  great  wealth  fi'om 
liisfatlu'r,  hut  he  heijueathed  moi-e  (a  million  of  money  anrl  £100,000 
a year)  to  his  son,  who,  never  visiting  tlu'  island  to  which  lie  wasin- 
d(d)t('d  foi- Ins  wealth,  stjuandered  in  England  his  magnificent*  heri- 
tage on  the  mansion  of  Eonthill  and  its  collections. 

Ih'ckford  is  typical  of  the  class  of  ahsentee-proprietors  who,  hy 
th('ii-  lai-k  of  inteiA'st  in  the  coiniti’v  from  \vhich  they  gathered  tlndr 
wc'alth,  undermined  the  })rosperity  which  lahour  on  a fjaiitful  soil  was 
toiling  to  huild  up;  so  that  when  the  storm,  resulting  from  abolition 
and  bounties,  came,  tlie  structui'e  was  unable  to  withstand  the  shock. 

Ma  joi--(  huKu-al  I vohert  Hunter,  who  was  governor  from  1728  till  his 
death  in  173  1,  had  been  a few  years  before  (1710-1719)  governor  of 
Now  Voi'k,  and,  Ji^s  ma  joi’,  lead  been  present  at  the  battle  of  IJHeidieim. 

In  Maridi  1738,  during  the  governorshi})  of  Edward  Trelawaiy, 
t was  concludcfl.  as  the  I’esult  of  yeeu’s  of  ginuaalla  w'a.rfare,  a treaty 

Russell, 
t.he  i-cpiawenta ti ve  of  the  aianv  (‘xcliang(‘d  hats  witli  Cl'D.TOP:,  the 
maroon  eliicf)  bv  wliicli  the  mai-oons  reeeiv('d  full  pardon  with  privilege 
to  |)(o-(‘s>  for  cN'(‘r  1 .dOO  aciars  of  land  b('tw(H')i  Tiadawnv  Town  and  the 
( 'oekpit  s ; I h<‘  mai-oons  undeigaking  to  take  }uirt  in  any  action  of  the 
goNAuaiment  against  ladnds  or  invadt'rs.  The  immiorv  of  Cudjoe’s 
bi'ot  her  Accompong  still  lives  in  t h('  settleimmt  of  that  name  in  St. 
Llizabet  h. 


By  the  tiauity  of  l^tiA'cht  in  1713,  the  conti'act  pmanitted 

the  tra<lingof  Bi-itish  ships  with  .Vfricaji  slaves  to  Spanish  possessions. 
(Jueen  Ann(‘  Inu’self  had  a fouilli  share  in  the  vcmtinag  wliich,  worked 
by  the  South  Sea  ('om])any,  was  l)y  no  nnmns  looked  upon  with  un- 
alloyed |)l(Msur(‘  in  Jamaica,  as  it  robbed  tin'  island  of  much  of  its 
shaia'  in  this  trade. 

Sir  (.hi  \LoxKU  OoLF  was  naval  commander  fui  the  station  from  1732 
to  1 (.‘P.i  when  lie  gave  jilace  to  Vernon.  He  is  pi-incipally  remembered 
in  Jamaica  history  foi’  liis  personal  conllict  at  S})anish  Town  with  the 
govmmor,  Tiadawny,  which  ^vas  the  culmination  of  silly  qiiaia’cls  be- 
tw(‘en  militaiy  and  naval  authorities  during  the  ill-fated  attcunpt  on 
Cat  hagena  in  1 7 12.

pleadc'd  foi'  the  destruction  of  Port(^  Hello  (wdieia;  the  8j)anish  guai'da- 
costas  fitted  out)  and  offered  to  (dfect  it  with  six  sliips. 

On  the  advdee  of  Wager  (then  fii'st  lord  of  the  admiialty)  Veriuui 
was  made  a vice-admiral  in  1739  and  entrusted  with  the  task;  and 
in  July  he  put  to  sea.  Porto  Bello  (where  the  result  of  the  ld})aniards’ 
trust  in  inaiLana  was  evident  in  fortifications  anrl  armament  alike) 
surrendei'ed  on  November  23rd,  sending  the  English  peo])le  mad  with 
joy.  Both  houses  of  parliament  voted  thanks  to  Vernon,  and  in- 
numerable medals  were  struck  in  honour  of  the  event. 

In  Marcli,  1 71-0,  he  bombarded  Carthagena  ineffectually,  but  took 
Chiigre.  In  August  of  that  year  lie  issued  the  celebi-ated  ordei*,  point- 
ing out  the  evil  consecpiences  of  sailors  drinking  theii-  rum  neat,  and 
directing  that  in  future  it  should  be  mixed  ^Yith  watei-,  in  the  })ropor- 
tion  of  a quart  of  water  to  a half  pint  of  rum,  and  served  out  in  two 
servings.  “It  was  perhaps  the  greatest  improvmnent  to  discijtline  and 
efficiency  ever  produced  by  one  stroke  of  the  pen,  and,  though  is;>ued 
by  Vernon  only  as  a station  order,  was  very  quickly  accejJed  through-,  . 
out  the  service  and  adopted  byAhe  Admiralty.”  Tlie  sailoivs  did  not 
like  their  “ grog”  a.r  they  nicknamed  the  new  drink,  adopting  the  nick- 
name of  Vernon,  derived,  it  is  said,  from  his  having  a grogram  boat 
cloak. 

The  government,  contrary  to  the  advice  of  Vernon,  who  advocated 
the  restriction  of  hostilities  to  sea  operations,  had  decided  on  an  im- 
I'.ortant  land  attack.  On  January  17th,  1710-1,  t\venty-four  ships 
of  the  line  under  Sir  Chaloner  Ogle,  with  nine  thousand  soldiers  un- 
der brigadier-general  Wentworth,  reached  Port  Koval,  as  a reinforce- 
ment ; and  thus  by  far  the  largest  force  that  had  ever  assembled  in 
Jamaica  waters  was  got  together.  An  attack  on  Carthagena  was  de- 
cided on,  but  the  divided  command,  coupled  with  Wentworth’s  incom- 
])etence,  caused  delays  which  proved  fatal.  Vernon  succeeded  in  forc- 
ing the  enti  ance  to  the  harbour,  and,  on  receiving  news  of  this  success, 
I'lngland  anticijiated  a second  great  victory.  But  after  a fortnight, 
owing  to  inaction  on  Wentworth’s  i>art,  su})])lement(‘d  bv  disease 
caus(Mi  bv  the  rainv  season,  the  fleet  had  to  I'eturn  to  Port  Koval.

ToniAS  S.voLLKTT,  the  novelist,  who  in  1710  had  become  sui'geon's 
mate  on  a vi'ssel  in  Ogle's  fleet,  took  part  in  this  expedition,  the  dis- 
grac(‘ of  which  he  exposed.

1 1 is  successor,  11  (Mirv  .Moore,  who  administ(M-ed  the  affairs  of  the 
island  from  175()  to  1702  (with  a shor-t  inttM'val  in  175'J),  did  much  to 
pa(Mfy  tin'  angry  fec'lings  i-aised  hy  Kmovles,  and  was  rewarded  with 
a haronetcy.  Hi'  commenced  the  huilding  of  the  present  King’s 
iloU''('  in  Spani-^h  'Town.

Jn  1770  he  attained  the 
rank  of  post-ca})tain,  and  was  soon  afterwards  entrusted  with  tlie 
command  of  Port  Cliarles  at  Port  Koyal.  In  1780  he  convoyed  the 
troo])s  on  the  ill-fated  Nicaragua  ('xpedition,  on  which  he  nearly  lost 
his  life  through  fever.  He  Avas  nursed  hack  to  health  hy  the  admiral 
and  Inidy  Ikirker  at  their  pen  (the  ]iresent  ])Oor-house  of  Kingston). 
The  }>ortrait  of  him  given  in  the  gallery  is  a copy  of  one  painted  soon 
after  he  readied  England  in  1 780  invalided  from  Jamaica.  In  1783  he 
revisit('d  the  island,  and  attenijited  to  retake  TurkAs  Island  from  the 
I'J'ench. 

Nelson's  life-long  friend  and  companion,  who  rests  Ix'side  him  in 
•St.  JAiurs,  CoLLiNowooP,  i.-ame  to  the  AA'est  Indies  about  the  same 
time,  and  Nuccc(.‘di‘d  1 li-' filmid  on  several  steps  in  theii*  careers.  In 
1777  !u*  was  tried  hv  cuurt-martial  ar  IA)rt  Pvoxal.  and,  though  he  was 
ac(pntted  of  disiJ leditnice,  he  Avas  recommended  to  be  more  cheerful 
in  futui’e.  Lik(‘  Nid'-on.  he  was  a favourite  witli  Parker.  He  shared 
Avith  Nelson  th('  p('i  ils  and  ^ull’erings  (»f  the  Nicaragua  expc'dition. 
In  1781  In'- vhi]i,  tlu'  /V/hv///.  ^vas  wrecked  on  the  Alorant  Keys  in  a 
hurricane.  He  returned  to  Pinrland  towaixls  tlie  dose  of  1786. 

Another  friend  of  Ni.dson  Avas  SiAn.ix  T.wlou  who  ^at  in  eloAmn  as- 
sembles extending  over  liftv  A'ears.  He  is  said  to  have  exercised 
gi'eater  inthumce  in  -jamaica.  and  fixr  a Innger  pmui.xl,  than  any  other 
indi\idual,  not  ('veii  (‘xce})ting  the  Prices  or  Peckfords.  Immensely 
wealthy,  he  had  all  the  }»lanter's  ]>rejudiees.  ('specially  against  dis- 
sente-rs.  I bdeft  behind  him  the  greatc'-t  fentune  Avhich,  pei’haps, 
any  W'ot  Indian  had  ('Viu'  ne(pure<l.  A^-  -.howing  the  value'  of  <ugar 
('States  in  Jamaica  about  the  middh'  (»f  the  ei'-rhtee'iit h c(.'ntury,  it  may 
be  mentioned  that  Tavhjr  gave  61b<hU0U  (Stirling)  for  Holland,  in 
St.  Thom:is-in-th e-east. 

Simon  Taylor's  brother,  Sir  John  Taa'Lou,  the  lirst  baronet,  died 
at  King-^ton  in  1786  while  on  a A'isit’ to  his -i a maica  ('states.  He  lies 
buried  by  th('  side  of  his  brotlu'r  at  Lyssons,  in  St.  'riiomas.  llis 
Avife,  lanly 'r \A  LoK,  was  th('  daughte'r  and  lu'in'ss  of  Phili])  Haughton, 
(jf  Orange.'  Cro\('  in  IlamjA'er.  '['lu'  Tax'lors’  brctln'r-in-laAV  PonKirr 
O ILAII  AM  ( aft  erwa rds  (Aunningha  nu'-C I'a  ha m ) was  ree.'civer-ge'iK'ra  1 of  I he 
i-land  fr()m  17.63  to  1761.  1 le.*  wa<  afterwa rds  i-ector  of  Olasgow  uni- 
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vorsity,  niid  .t  soiii^-writor  of  soiik'  itmiowd.  Of  liis  lyrical  pieces  the 
best  known  is  “ If  ^iouylity  (IcrrIs  niy  lady  please.”

1 )r.  ^\'I f.m A M \Nh;i<;iri'  resided  in  .jama i(“a,  with  intei’vals,  from  ITGf 
till  ITd.j,  and  din'iny^  that  time  he  was  lan’sonally  c(msu!t(‘d  ]>y  (W'cry 
scientific  visitor  who  madi;  the  natural  history  of  the  Uritish  West 
Indii's  the  subject  of  his  study.  lie  sent  many  examjiles  to  the 
museums  at  Kdinburyh  and  K(‘W  and  to  Sir  Jose})h  Itanks,  and  he  as- 
sisted Swartz  in  his  West 
India  writings.  He  was 
surgeon-general  and  i)hy- 
sician-general  of  .J  amaica. 

Dr.  Thomas  DANCEii  is 
1)est  known  for  his  ‘‘  iMedi- 
cal  Assistant,  or. Jamaica 
Ih’actice  of  Pliysic"  w hich 
ap})eared  in  1801.

Dr.  Kodert  .Jackson, 
distinguished  both  as  an 
administrative  reformer 
in  the  army  medical  ser- 
vice ami  as  a Avriter  on 
fimers,  gained  his  experi- 
ence for  his  Treatise  on 
the  fevers  i)f  Jamaica” 
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( 1 79 1 ) wliile  acting  as  as- 
sistant to  Dr.  King  at 
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Swetlish  naturalist,  visited 
.Jamaica,  where,  during  his  stav  of  six  months,  he  was  ollered  and 
(h'clined  tlie  post  of  island  botiinist.  .Vfter  :i  visit  to  Cuba  and 
Haiti  he  ndunuMl  Ikua'  and  staved  till  1780.  Hi-^  investigations  wen' 
tliorough,  and  lu'  particularlv  devoted  liimself  to  tlie  mountainous 
jiarts  of  the  island  of  .Jamaica.  Ht‘  iliscovered  many  new  specie's 
whi(di  had  ('scapml  t!u'  notiee  of  Sloane,  llrowne,  .latupiin  and  otluu' 
botiinists.  Ill'  ]»ul)lish(Ml  sevinad  woi’ks  on  the  llora  of  the  Ah'st  Indii's.

Charged  with  oruelty,  he  was  recalled.  He  was  found  guilty  of  })lotting 
against  tho  govorninent,  and  was  hanged  for  high  treason  in  18U.‘k 
Coner.d  Sir  AuciiiiiAFn  Camimiell.  of  Inverneil,  was  a|>})ointed 
governor  of  Jamaica  in  Deccunher  1782  at  a time  of  groat  impor- 
tance. The  Dritish  forces  in  America  were  faring  ill:  the  Fiautch 
had  joined  the  insurgents  and  threatened  the  IMatisli  M'est  India 
Islands,  of  which  they  ca[)tured  Tobago,  St.  Eustatius,  St.  Kitts, 
Nevis  and  .Montserrat.  Eut  Cam])bell  laid  his  })hins  so  well,  was  so 
successful  in  raising  black  troops,  and  was  so  untiring  in  his  vigilance 
that  the  French  did  not  dare  attack  Jamaica  without  re-Infoi\-ements. 
At  the  same  time  Camj)bell  did  what  he  could  to  assist  the  Eritish 
troojis  in  Amoi’ica.  by  sending  them  inform;ition,  re-inforcements  and 
'^up}>lios  : and  he,  by  lending  some  of  his  troo})S  to  serve  as  marines, 
materially  aided  FvODXEV  in  his  giavit  victorv  over  de  Grasse.  'Diis 
victory  on  the  12th.\])ril  1782.  will  ever  be  one  of  the  bi-ightest 
epochs  in  Jamaica's  histoi'}- : foi\  t hough  the  CMigag(MiuMit  took  jilace 
oth  Eominica.  the  future  of  Jamaica  was  no  less  at  stake  than  that  of 
the  smalhu'  Eritish  W(wt  India  colonic'S.

170G  to  1 (SOO,  Si)'  Ifynn  IAukkr  was  coininan'ler- 
iii-vliief  at  -lainaica,  when  the  cruising  ^hips,  as  stationed  hy  him, 
were  exce])ti<)nally  fortunate,  and  hruught  in  a great  many  ]»iizes, 
merchantnnm,  privateers,  :ind  ships  of  war,  '-hy  wliich  hoth  himself 
and  his  country  were  materiall}'  henetited.’’ 

Lord  1 Iron  Skvmouk  was  cominander-in-chief  from  1800  to  1801. 
Tn  August  1800  Surinam  was  capture(I  from  tin*  l)utch.  His  com- 
mand was  otherwise  umw'entful.  Tn  1 709  oci-uriAMl  the  cui'ious  c.isn 
uf  the  brig  Xan''ij  which,  cajitured  b\'  JL  M.  S.  S^jt/rrofr^  ^vas  con- 
demned as  a lawful  ])rize  in  Kingston  on  the  evidema*  of  pa].)ers  found 
in  the  maw  of  a shark  caught  off  Haiti  by  lieutmiant  Litton.* 


Lalcarres’s  successor.  Sir  Gkijkgk  AroKXT  was  lieutenant-go>uu-nor 
from  1801  to  1806.  Tn  1805,  under  fear  of  French  invasi(»n,  tlie 
]>ublic  records  were  removed  from  Spanish  Town  to  the  church  of  St. 
Thomas-in-the-V;de  at  Linstead  : but  in  the  following  vear  fear  Avas 
allayed  by  Duckworth  Avho  brought  in  the  piizes  captured  oil’  San 
])omingo.  Nugent’s  life  was  a succession  of  reviews,  audiences,  balls, 
(Mjurts  of  cliancery,  toui’s  of  inspection  and  quanads  with  the  a'^scm- 
bl\',  chiefly  in  coniu'ctiijn  with  the  (pu'stion  of  the  resti’iction  of  trade 
with  the  lhiit('d  States,  and  the  su])port  of  the  militaiw’  forces  of  the 
ishind.  His  wife,  Taidy  Nl'GHXT,  kejit  a journal  in  which  sln\  little 
thinking  that  it  would  e\'er  be  published,  recorded  (wumts  of  a domes- 
tic nature;  in  a veuy  frank  manner.  Their  memory  lives  in  Nugent 
Street,  S}»anish  Town. 

WiLLiA.M  James,  author  of  the  well-known  “ Naval  Historvof  Great 
Dritai?!,’’  Avas  from  1801  to  1812  enrolled  among  the  attoiiievs  of  the 
supreme  ceiurt  of  the  island,  and  })ractised  as  a proctor  in  the  vice- 
admiraltv  court  : but  the  tradition  Avhich  savs  tint  he  Avrote  his  naval

history  in  Kingston  is  untrue.  He  left  Jamaica  in  1812  and  did  not 
c()mmence  his  history  till  1810.  It  is  not  kmjAA'n  Avliethei*  he  Avas  a 
native  of  Jamaica  or  England.  IJis  Avife  was  AVest  Indian,  possibly 
d amaican. 

In  1802)  the  commandi'r.in-chic'f  at  Jajuaica  Avas  Sir  John  IhioM  as 
Din'KAVoirrii  (aaIio  had  beim  Hag  captain  to  admiral  IIoaaIcv  Ihua'  in 
1(80-81),  in  Avhich  capacitv  he  directed  tlu'  operations  \Ahich  led  to 
the  suri'cnder  of  general  llochambeau  and  the  hhamch  army  in  San 
D(.)mingo.  InF(d)ruary  1 806  he  achieved  over  the  Fiauich  fleet  otT 
San  Domingo  “ om*  r)f  the  ccuiqih'test  A’ictoiT's  on  la'coi'd  ' ; three'  ot 
the  ('iiemy’s  ships  bt'ing  capture'd  and  bi'ought  into  INu’t  llox  al,  tlu* 
otlu'rtAAO  drive'll  ashore*  and  burnt.  l‘\)r  this  he  re'e’e'ived  a pension 
of  £1,000  p('r  annum.  The*  e'eirporation  of  Leaulon  ga  au*  him  t lit*  fre'e*-

J jo  m*  ver  had  occasion  to  admmi  't('r  the  govi'ianmmt, 
a->  (lurine  his  tenure  ('»f  ollice  as  command(.*r-in-chi(‘f  (IJth  Apiil  to 
li’ith  July  ! Si  >S)  t he  duke  of  Manchester  was  governor.  The  mu- 
liny  of  some  reci'uits  of  the  2nd  Mb*st  India  l•f'giment  which  took 
]ilac('  at  I'k.ut  .Vugusta  (m  tin*  ‘ifth  of  May  1808  led,  owing  to  a dis- 
]iute  with  tlu*  assembly  on  the  subject,  to  his  successor,  general  Car- 
michai'h  ha\  ing  to  ajgiear  at  the  bar  of  the  house  in  (dtarge  of  the 
-(‘rgi^a nt-at-  arms — so  jmdous  was  the  house  of  its  privileges. 

^^'ll.I,lAM.  fiftli  duke  of  .M  wriiKs'i'Kit  ]iresi(h'd  over  tlie  desti- 
ni(‘'~  (it  Jamaica  hiuger  than  an\'  otlu'r  go\a'rnor.  With  inti'i’vals, 
when  h(‘  wmnt  home  on  leave,  he  occujiiml  king's  house  from  1 808 
to  1S-J7.  These  nine1(‘en  yea ?’s  wa-re  times  of  gi-ea t distiA'SS  and  anx- 
iel\’  : but  lu'  con'lucteil  k'is  di-jiutes  w it  h the  tissembly  \vith  consirler- 
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nlilc  tact — especially  those  liaving  refeiaoice  to  the  amelioration  of 
the  free  people  of  colour,  ami  the  jueparatioii  for  the  final  cni’ancipa- 
tion  of  the  slaves — such  as  the  reyhstration  of  slaves,  the  abolition 
of  Sunday  imirkets  and  the  exemption  (jf  women  from  Hogging — as 
urged  by  Canning  on  the  })art  of  the  home  government. 

In  iSld  Port  Royal  was  almost  destro3md  by  fire,  while  hurricanes 
and  Hoods  damaired  many  plantations.  Tn  1820  the  duke  was 
thrown  from  his  cariiage  and  his  skull  was  fi'actured ; he  never 
fully  recovered  from  the  accidemt.  He  is  said  to  have  been,  when 
voiniLT,  one  of  the  finest  and  handsomest  men  of  his  time. 

Admiral  James  lliCHALD  Dacues,  who  was  commander-in-chief  at 
Jaimtica  from  1805  to  1808,  detained  in  Jamaica  for  its  protection 
four  of  the  six  ships  (of  Cochrane’s  squadron  which  had  come  out  in 
chase  of  IMissiessy)  which  Nelson  had  hoped  would  reach  him  at 
Rai’bados,  ^vhen  he  came  out  in  })ursuit  of  the  Fi’ench  Heet  under 
\dlleneuve,  immediately  before  Trafalgar. 

.Most  residents  in  and  many  visitors  to  the  West  Indies  have  read 

Tom  Cringle’s  Log”  and  “The  Cruise  of  the  .Midge/’  the  former  of 
which  contains  une<|ualled  studies  of  Jamaica  life  and  cluiracter  of  the 
early  N’ears  of  the  nineteenth  century.  M ichael  Scott,  their  author, 
came  to  Jamaica  in  1806  to  inanage  several  estates  : in  1810  he  en- 
tered birsiness  in  Kingston  the  nature  of  which  coiiq)elled  him  to 
1 ravel  fre^piently  both  by  sea  and  road,  and  the  experience  of  tropical 
^c('nery  and  nautical  life  thus  gained  formed  the  basis  of  the  “ lA.)g,” 
(ij-iginally  v iatten  at  llaymond  Hall  in  the  PHue  .Mountains.  ^Vfter  a 
vi.sit  to  (dasgow  in  1817  he  left  the  island  finally  in  1822  and  settled 
at  ( dasgow,  commencing  the  })ublication  of  “The  Log”  seven  years 
later  in  the  pages  of  Llackwood's  IMagazine. 

Matthew  Creg(jry  Lewis,  better  known  from  the  title  of  his  most 
famous  work  as  IMonk  Lewis,  owyied  Cornwall  !ind  other  estates  in 
Jamaica,  whicdi  he  visited  in  1816  and  1818.  He  died  at  sea  ten  days 
out  from  Rlack  Riv('r,  in  the  arms  of  his  valet  Tita,  who  was  after- 
wards present  at  Ryron's  death.  Lewis  had  the  welfare  of  his  negro 
''la\'es  much  at  heail,  as  is  evident  from  a perusal  of  his  “Journal  of 
a ^\'est  India  proprietor.”  On  both  sides,  his  ancestors  had  interests 
in  the  island.  : and  it  is  curious  to  note  that  he  succeeded  AVilliam 
Reckford,  another  Jamaica  pro})riet(.)r,  in  the  re])resentation  of 
Hindon  in  th(‘  house  of  commons. 

l.ewis’s  piincij)al  acts  wcu’c  the  abolition  of  the  lash  on  his  pro- 
jierties,  tin'  iicceptance  of  negro  evid(UK-e,  an  endeavoui’  to  sujiple- 
nnmt  manual  labour  by  mechanical  im})lennMits,  the  erection  of  Ix'tter 
hospitals,  aid  the  granting  of  extra  holidays:  and  he  generally  did 
his  bt'st  - not  without  success— -to  si^oil  his  slaves.  8o  stronglv  was 
ht'  impr(vss(Ml  with  the  ('vil  arising  fi'om  abstnit  landlordism  that  in  a 
codicil  to  his  will  he  made  it  a condition  of  inheritance  that  the 
owner  of  his  estate's,  whoever  he  or  she  iinght  be,  should  pass  three

clear  raletidiir  inontlis  in  Jamaica  ('V('rv  third  voar.  This  was  nut 
askiiiL^  much  : hut  it  every  J amaica  ]>ro|)i'i(Mur  had  acted  in  that  Sj)irit, 
Jrinaica  would  he  far  better  oft’  to-dav  than  she  is. 

The  l\eN’.  Thancis  I Icmheilstonk,  who  was  here  for  less  than  a vear 
in  1818-1'J,  dvin'oit  the  early  aLTe  of  t went v-eiLrht,  achieved  fame  as 
a }u-eacher.  He  was  chaplain  to  the  corporation  of  Kingston. 

Sir  Henry  TiiO-Mas  oe  la  Beciie,  the  well-known  geologist,  visited 
his  paternal  estate  of  liaise  Hall  in  Clarendon  in  1821,  and  soon  after- 
wards puhlished  his  “Xotes  on  tlie  present  condition  of  the  negroes 
in  Jamaica”-  -an  interesting  account  of  his  estate  and  the  manner  in 
which  its  working  was  carried  on. 

Sir  llo^iE  Rigos  Poriiam,  who  was  commander-in-chief  on  the  Ja- 
maica station  from  1817  to  1820,  had  done  his  life’s  work  in  India, 
at  the  Cape  and  in  the  capture  of  Buenos  Ayres,  and  elsewhere,  be- 
fore he  came  to  the  island. 

William  Bullock,  who  at  the  time  of  his  death  in  1832,  was  in 
})Ossession  of  no  less  than  live  }»uhlic  offices  (of  whicli  the  chief  were 
Island  Secretary  and  (Governor’s  Secretary)  with  a recorded  income 
of  TI,000  per  annum  from  oidy  three  of  them — lield  for  many  years 
an  important  }»osition  in  the  island.  As  attorney  for  a number  of 
absentee  }iro})rietors,  lie  laid  much  influence.  His  memory  still 
lingers  in  Bullock's  Lodge  at  Port  Henderson. 

In  1823,  Thomas  thjwell  Buxton,  at  the  request  of  Wilberforce, 
became  his  successor  in  the  House  of  Commons  as  leader  of  the  anti- 
slavery agitation.  In  his  work  he  had  the  active  co-o])eration  of 
Z\cH\i;v  .Mai'aulav,  tlu^  j)hilanthropist  (lietter  known  as  the  father 
of  Loi'd  .Macaulay)  who,  coming  as  a lad  of  si.xteen  to  Jamaica  in 
1784  to  be  a bookkeejau’  on  an  estate,  of  which  he  became  manager, 
had  there  gathered  e.xperiences  which  coloured  his  life.  Deeply  im- 
}iressed  by  the  miseries  of  the  slaves,  he  gave  up  his  position  in  dis- 
gust and  returned  to  Kngland  in  1 792  and  embarked  on  his  career,  as 
abolitioni''t  and  philanthropist,  in  kiim'ra  Leone  and  in  England,  learn- 
ing meanwhih'  the  horrors  of  tin'  .Middle  Passage.  .Vt  this  time  in 
the  Wb'st  Indies  endeavours  annnigst  ecclesiastical  bodies  for  tlic 
emancijiation  and  iqJifting  of  the  slaves,  which  had  been  going  on 
for  yeai's,  begin  to  follow  more  closely  lines  laid  down  bv  organiza- 
tion and  (-o-cjieration.  In  1823  the  Anti-Slavery  Society  was  formed 
by  Buxt(jn,  .Macaulav  and  others. 

In  1821  the  see  of  Jamaica  was  constituted,  and  its  first  bishop  was 
D?-.  CiiRisToi'HER  lui’scou n.  Hcai  iivial  in  th(' following  ^■ear,  and  soc>n 
attm’w  a rds  t ho  eech'siast  ieal  hnvs  wc're  oonsolidatetl  and  amended. 
In  182-'^  th(‘  dioc(wo  was  di\'ide(l  into  thre('  rural  (hainerii's.  Lipso<)]i 
oi’daiimd  Iji;  pi’iosts  and  7.‘»  deac()ns,  and  In'  consecrat  ed  .31  churo! 
or  ehapols  in  the  island.  During  his  tmiui’e  <»f  office  the  ch.'rgy  or 
t he  0-^1  abli'^hed  church  took  a warmer  interest  than  had  btam  tlieir 
'ivont  in  tile  lalajuring  ] Mipula timi.  Lipscomb  died  in  1813  and  is 
bui-ied  ;it  Halfway  Tree. 
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.M :i Sir  Jojix  Kk\xi^  (aftoiovards  Ivoaiic),  wiio 

conniiajidod  tlie  troojjs  Ik'I'o  from  l-'^2.‘>  to  1820,  was  lioiiteiiant- 
(;overnor  of  Jamaica  from  1827  to  I82J.  |)m-i?i;f  tliis  ])oriod  tljc  im- 

jicrial  gov('rmnciit  dir(’ct(‘d  that  the  religious  liherty  of  th(3  })c.o])l(3 
was  not  to  lu'  I’estrictcf!  ))v  legislation.  Il('  conclud(3d  a brilliant 
career  in  tlu'  blast  1)\'  the  ca}>tiire  of  (Ihu/ne<3. 

KeaiU'S  successor,  the  s(?co]id  carl  of  r>F[>:\ioi!K,  was  governor  from 
1829  to  182)2.  Accompanied  hy  the  countess  of  IIklmohh  he  ar- 
rived on  the  20th  Fehruarv  1829,  at  a time  ^vhen  the  island  was  in 
contlict  with  the  hojne  governnumt  on  the  subject  of  the  treatment 
of  slaves  and  religious  toleration,  Chinning’s  resolutions  for  the 
amelioration  of  the  slave  population  fornied  the  basis  of  the  instruc- 
tions which  Belmore  received.  At  this  time,  one  member  of  tlie 
house  of  assembly  suggestcal  that  a despatch  on  the  subject  from 
England  should  be  burnt  by  the  common  hangman,  and  another  pro- 
posed that  it  should  be  ignored  on  the  assum})tion  that  the  colojiial 
militia  could  resist  the  forces  of  England  : while  some  went  so  far  as 
to  threaten  to  transfer  their  alk'giance  to  the  Ignited  States. 

After  protracted  negotiations,  a bill  acce})table  to  the  home 
authorities  was  passed  in  Eeln’uary  1831. 

A rebellicm  broke  out,  under  Samuel  Shar}>,  in  the  western  part  of 
the  island — a rebellion,  as  it  was  then  described,  “ of  a more  exten- 
sive nature,  of  a more  daring  character,  and  moi’e  destructive  of  life 
and  j)roj)erty  than  any  rebellion  which  has  taken  })lace  in  this  island 
since  it  belonged  to  the  British  Crown,"  originating  in  a misbelief 
that  emancipation  had  been  granted  by  the  British  Covernment, 
but  was  Ijeing  withheld  by  the  })lanters.  On  one  night  in  December 
1831,  sixteen  incendiary  hres  took  place  in  St.  James,  and  many  lives 
were  lost  in  (pielling  the  outl)reak  of  the  slaves.  Martial-kiAV  had  to 
be  declared  throughout  the  island,  and  general  SiiAVilloughby  Cotton, 
the  commander  of  the  forces,  felt  compelled  to  take  the  held  in  })erson. 
Pro})erty  to  the  value  of  £GG6, 97 7 was  destroyed. 

r)n  February  3rd  the  governor  issued  a ])roclamation  offering 
pardon  to  all  innocent  of  certain  offences,  who  would  come  in  Avith- 
in  ten  days.  As  a result  many  surrendered  and  amongst  others, 
“ Colonel  ’’  G.\i:t)IXKK,  the  military  haider,  who  asked  lieutenant 
iMcNeal  to  meet  him  unaianed  (as  depicted  in  the  sketch)  not  far 
from  Savanna-la-.M ar  ; and  he  and  “Ca})tain'’  Dove  then  surrendered 
because,  they  stated,  they  found  that  their  followers  were  a })arc(d 
of  cowards.  After  ••onviction  of  partici])ation  in  arson,  barbarism 
and  muialer,  Gardiner  was  (executed,  and  Dove  was  simt  to  tlu*  hulks 
in  England.  Elie  home  authoi’ities  made  a loan  of  £2(,10,000  ti»  the 
pro])ri('to)-s  to  assist  tlunn  in  r('phmishing  their  plantations.  At  an 
eai-ly  imuding  tlu'  hous('  (h'ciihal,  in  consc(pmnce  (.if  tlu'  rebellion, 
not  to  take  into  consiihu’ation  that  s(\sslon  anv  nuMsuiH'  relating  to

|ilay('d  an  unworthy  jairt. 

IhdnnaiH'S  teinire  of  oHice  syiichronized  with  oiu'  of  tlie  jioriodical 
‘‘  distressed  conditions  of  tlie  country,’'  and  ste})S  as  usual  were  taken 
to  reduce  ex})enditure  on  officials,  etc.,  and  to  beg  for  relief  from 
the  home  authorities  for  the  cost  of  the  subsistaiice  of  the  gai-rison. 
Owing  to  the  rebellion,  Belmore  was  recalled  in  1832.  In  A})ril  of 
that  yeai‘,  on  the  eve  of  his  departure  the  house  of  assenddy  }U’e- 
sented  him  with  a congratulatory  address.  They  expressed  re- 
gret at  “ the  occasion  wdiich  caused  him  to  cpiit  the  Government” 
and  th(‘y  acknowledged  the  judicious  and  vigorous  measures  he  had 
taken  to  suppress  the  rebellion.  Certaiidy  he  did  his  best  to  hold 
a)i  even  balance  between  the  two  contending  jiarties,  and  exercised 
discrimination  in  the  putting  flown  of  the  rebellion  and  the  removal 
thereafter  of  martial-law. 

Geou(;e  Hiiujeht,  wdio  was  Agent  for  Jamaica  in  Ijondon  for  some 
years  up  to  1 83  1 , belonged  to  a family  long  connected  with  the  colony. 
Thomas  ilibbert,  who  arrivefl  in  Jamaica  in  173  1 built  Headquarter 
1 louse  (ku'^t  known  as  Ilibbei't  House),  the  lua^sent  oflice  of  the  Colo- 
]iial  Sf'crc'tary.  Another  niend)er  of  tlu' family  foundf'd  the  Hiblxu’t 
d’lu-t.  (h'oixM'  Hibbert,  an  ahhumian  of  the  citv  of  London,  and 
a nuunber  of  Parliament,  was  active  in  the  establishimnit  of  the  A\’est 
India  ! locks  and  tlu*  l.ondon  Institution,  was  a patron  of  art  and 
literature,  and  was  so  great  a biblio})hile  that  the  sale  of  his  libi'aiy, 
during  his  lif('-time,  oecu}»i(*d  forty-two  days. 


THE  NEW  CONDITIONS  1833— ISGG. 

CoxsTAXTiXE,  earl  of  iM ULf;p>A V1-:  (afterwai'ds  better  known  as  the 
.Maiapiis  ot  Normanby).  who  had  been  a steady  sup])orter  f)f  Caindng 
in  the  Commons  till  his  father  s fleath  c-alh'd  him  to  the  up}>er  house, 
controlled  the  destinies  of  Jamaica  dui-ijig  the  impfu'tant  ejxxdi  com- 
pi’ised  in  tlu*  years  1832  to'  1834.  He  dealt  firmly  with  the  slave 
(piestifui  ; and  he  extinguishefl  the  ilh'gal  organization  known  as  the 
(A)ldnial  Church  Enion.  .Vt  this  time,  in  1833,  the  Imperial  act  was 
passed  manumitting  all  the  slaves  in  tlu'  colonial  possessions  of  Grf'at 
Dritain  as  fi'om  1st  August  1834,  subject  to  six  years  apprentic('sliij). 
Dour  bajJist  ministers  stanfl  out  prominently  in  the  work  of  the 
abolition  ftf  slavery  in  Jamaica.  Thom  as  ni'iioii Wae'I'EK  Dexdy, 
W’n.iJAM  Kxiim  and  James  .Mfpsei.l  Luieeippo.  'Idiese  four  men 
were  imlcfa t iga ble  in  thfu’r  endeavours  to  obtain  fair  tiaaitnumt,  both 
in  matter-  of  I’eligion  and  civic  lib*,  foi-  th(‘  tii'gro  i’ac(‘ ; putting 
up  with  insults  and  hard-hips  innumerable.  'Their  onlv  fault  was 
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that  tlK'V  tvcro  ovi'r  z('alons,  and,  in  prcacliini;  fMjiiality.  alnifjst 

(Miliiadv  tlic  inlliumcc  of  ancestry  and  surrrjundini^s. 

Uin’ing  tills  period,  1 S.‘d  to  1 <S  I l,tl'e  Ivi'te  (>.  l’\i;ei:'n',  a.  eon- 
cregational  ininist(‘r,  lalaniiT'd  in  tli(‘  same  Held.  .Many  good  layimni 
\V('re  associated  witli  tlu'  ministins  in  tlieir  jiliilanl  hroj.ie  lahoiirs. 
l^roniinent  amongst  tlnsso  tveri'  -jonx  Itonv  and  Ivicliard  Hill,  both 
having,  liowevin’,  other  claims  to  lanmnnhranei*.  Itohy,  who  was  em- 
ployed in  the  Customs  lau’e.  from  ISlM  to  hSol,  comjiiled  a large 
amount  of  most  valuable  historical  and  biographical  material,  some 
of  tvhich  he  iHiblished  in  two  pamphlets  tieating  of  St.  Catherine 
and  St.  James  in  1S^>1  and  18  10  : but  lu'  lost  so  mmdi  money  by  these 
ventures  that  he  was  detina-eil  fiom  [)roce('ding,  and  some  unpublished 
manuscripts  from  his  ptm  are  now  in  th(‘  llritish  Musimm. 

Jn  the  rebellion  in  St.  James  of  IS.'H-.J'i,  Itoby,  a chiircliman, 
alone  and  at  great  risk  to  his  life  foi-  justice  sake,  I'oscued  three 
missionaries  of  the  Ikiptist  denomination  (a  sect  he  cordially  dislikeil) 
of  wdiom  Ivnibb  was  one,  from  the  fury  of  the  white  pojuilation  till 
such  time  as  tlu'v  could  have  a fair  and  not  a mock  trial.  For  this, 
he  was  hung  in  eJigy  in  iNFontego  Ikiy — a marked  contrast  to  the 
demoiistiaitions  of  aljection  which  he  retunved  on  all  hands  when  he 
linally  left  the  island. 

llobv’s  friend  IvICTIard  IFilR  was  one  of  .Jamaiea's  mo>t  woi  thv  and 
lannarkable  sons — philanthr()pist,  jxilitician,  magistrate,  author,  }'oet, 
naturalist,  draughtsman,  an  indefat  igabh*  worker,  and  a man  of 
wide  sympathit^s.  li('  inherited  fi’om  Ins  father  a hati‘ed  of  shnuny, 
and,  in  conjunction  with  his  fi-iends  ( )^boi-n  and  Joidan  in  Jamaii-a, 
ami  Wilberforce,  Buxton,  Clarkson,  Fushington  ami  otluu's  in  Fngland, 
he  worked  incessantly  for  the  abolition  of  the  civil  disabilities  of 
black  and  coloui'ed  p('0})le.  He  ]»i‘es(mted  at  the  bar  of  the  house  of 
commons  the  })etition  from  tlum^oloui'ed  peojHe  of  Jamaica  for  tlie  re- 
moval of  these  disabilities.  He  died  in  1872  ag('d  78.  Tfe  is  per- 
haps now  best  known  as  a fcdlow-worker  with  riiiLiP  Hknrv  Cossh, 
the  W('ll-known  naturalist,  whose  visit  to  Bliudields  in  Westmoitdand 
in  181  F-IG  bore  fruit  in  his  “ Bii-ds  of  .Jamaica”  (1847  I'v  1819)  and 
“ .V  Xat  ui’alist’s  Sojoui'ii  in  Jamaica”  ( 1 80  I ),  which  still  launain  by 
fai'  th(‘  best  po])ular  books  on  tin'  natural  histoiA'  of  tin'  island.

Jamks,  8td  earl  of  Elcin  was  goveiaior  of  Jamaica  from  1842  to 
1846 — a peri(j(l  of  depi-ession,  due  to  (un-td(|uakes,  st(jrms  and  lloods  : 
dut  in  spite  of  all  difficulties  de  ejukun'oui'cd  to  im})rove  tde  social 
conditions  of  tde  island  and  to  develop  tde  industrial  resources.  Tde 
Iloyal  Agricultural  Society  and  sevei’al  paroedial  associations(fore- 
laniners  of  tde  Jamaica  Agricultural  Society  and  its  dranedes)  were 
estadlisded  dv  dim  ; tde  first  dated  of  coolies  arrived  from  India  in 
1845,  and  tde  railway  was  o])ened  for  traffic. 

Di‘,  1A)V  Ai;i)  John  Waking,  a distinguisde  i pdysician  and  wiater 
U})on  medical  sudjects,  pi-actised  dis  j)rofession  in  .Jamaica,  where  he 
was  medical  officer  of  dealtd,  in  and  about  1844. 

Di'.  Aubi:?:v  Geokge  Spencer  was  tde  second  disdop  of  Jamaica, 
succeeding  to  tde  see  on  tlie  deatd  of  Lipscomb  in  1843.  Tt  was  in 
dis  letters  patent  tdat  tlie  parisd  edured  of  St.  Catderine  at  Sjianish 
Town  was  created  tde  catdedral-cdurcd  of  tde  diocese.  At  dis  primary 
visitation  tdere  in  tde  following  vear,  moi’e  Englisd  clergvmen  W(U'e 
gaTdered  togetder  tdan  dad  ever  deem  asscuuddal  on  tdis  side  of  tde 
Atlantic.

Lord  I'llgin  he  had  been  agmit-uimei'al  for  ijumigration  and  adjutant- 
gmuu-al  of  militia,  memhm'of  the  legislative  council  and  otlum  hoards; 
during  the  administration  of  jua  jor-gmuw.d  Sackville  L>ai-kl(‘y  and  for 
a time  under  Sir  Charles  Cray,  he  had  hmm  the  governor’s  secretary. 

WiLLiA.w  HoSA('i\,  ])oet,  jilanterand  politician,  was  for  many  years 
a memher  of  the  executive  committi'e,  and  had  for  a time  Kdward 
Jordon  as  colleague.  He  was  custos  of  St.  (liMirgi'  and  its  rejire^enta- 
tive  in  the  house  of  assembly.  In  1876  Ik*  puhli-'liisl  at  Kdinhurgh 
his  “ Isle  of  Streams  : or  the  Jamaica  Ilei’init  and  othei-  poems." 

Alkxaxdkii  H HSLOP,  a nativi'  of  Jaimdca  educated  in  Lnghrnd, 
pi-actised as  a ha riaster hma'  in  1 8.17  and  hecanu'  at t( ii'iiev-gemn  al.  which 
post  he  ludd  till  h(^  was  displaced  by  Sir  John  Ih'tm-  (h-.int  in  1872. 
l{('(li(>d  1879.  He  was  a sound  lawver,  a ijood  classical  scholai-  and

a t rue  ])hilanthropist. 

J’he  Hev.  Jamhs  IVatsox,  smit  out  by  the  Scotti'-h  .Missiouaiy 
Socii'ty,  was  one  of  the  many  inim  who  have  labourixl  hai'd  and  un- 
or.tmitiitiously  in  the  causi'.  of  ridigion  and  tlu'  eidightenment  of  the 
n<'gi-ot‘s  of  Jamaica.  He  left  tlu'  island  in  1868,  owing  to  ill-lucdth. 
The  building  of  the  Ijittle  Kirk,  Kingston,  was  in  giauit  imsisma*  due 
to  hini. 

The  outbreak  at  Morant  Bay  in  I860  will  leave  a ])ermanen't  stain 
on  the  pages  of  Jamaica  history — tor,  owing  to  tin*  attempts  at  organi- 
zation underlying  th(‘  actual  outlnaaik,  and  tlu‘  fatal  results  which 
(msiu'd,  it  ri'ceivi'd  much  mori'  attention  than  the  distui'bances 
amongst  tin'  slavics  which  occurred  in  pre-mnancipation  d:ivs.  Bai-on 
vox  KETmJio])T,  th(‘  custos  of  St.  Thomas-in-the-iamt,  fell  a victim 
to  th(  ‘ discontmit  (»f  a section  of  the  community  in  his  p:iris|t.  and  per- 
haps also  to  a lack  of  mutiuil  undiu-standing.  Ckou(;h  W’ili.i \m  Cok*- 
nox — merchant,  plantm-,  politician  and  imh'pmident  minister  of  le- 
ligion,  a leadin’  of  the  jteople  of  considerable  intlucnce  — paid  the 
jumalty  of  interference  in  the  matter  by  being  hangiMl  as  a rebiJ,  and 
the  govmnoi’,  Ldwaud  J oiix  klvKK,  --u  the  red.  for  the  excess  of  zeal  on  the 
]iart  of  t hos(>  ivho  actuallv  ipiclled  the  outbia'ak,  bv  boiiig  retii’cd 
fi’om  colonial  so'vici'  -bearing  his  penalty  in  dignilied  ''ilence  till  hi- 
deat  h in  1961.

8ir  ]{p:.\RV  StoPvKS  }ire-.idcd  o^'cr  the  connni'^sion  which  lield  an 
iiive'^tigation  into  the  manner  in  ^\hich  tlie  outbreak  liad  been  sup- 
pre.ssod,  and  was  for  a short  time,  in  1866,  governor  of  tlie  island  ; being 
succ(;(‘d(*d  ])y  Sir  John  ]’etp:r  Oi{ant  who  came  out  to  inaugurate 
cr(jwn  govermmmt  coiisequent  on  the  members  of  the  house  of  assem- 
bly having  relinquished  their  powers-of  legislatimi.  Grant’s  governor- 
ship, which  extended  till  187  1,  will  be  remembered  for  the  reduction 
of  the  number  of  parishes  from  ‘22  (to  wdiicli  they  had  gradually  in- 
creased) to  11;  the  formation  of  the  constabulary  on  the  lines  of 
that  of  li'c'land  ; tin*  la'construction  of  the  judical  establishment;  tlie 
c>ta blislnmnit  of  an  i--land  nn'dical  service,  a public  works  depart- 
ment and  a goveiumcnt  s;i\  ings  bank  ; the  extension  of  educational 
advantages  and  postal  facilities;  t he  n'^umption  of  coolie  immigra- 
tion ; the  dc\clopmcnt  of  th('  Rio  Cobre  w ater-works  ; the  disestab- 
lishment of  the  Church  of  Fngland  in  Jamaica— all  due  to  his  initia- 
tion— -and  aFo  for  the  foundation  of  the  fi’uit  trade  with  ,.Vmerica. 
'I'liu^  his  tenui-e  of  otHce  was  an  (q»och-making  period  in  Jamaica 
hi'^tory. 


J A ^^■:s  (b\v  FawivINS,  artist  and  gi'ologi^t,  will  be  remembered  foi‘ 
his Ri(>poi-ts  on  the  Geology  of  Jamaica,'’ })ubli-hed  in  1869,  as  a re- 
sult of  his  visit  to  t he  ishinri  in  connection  with  the  governnumtal  survey 
of  t h(‘ West  Indii's.  The  iidneralogical  specimens  w hich  he  collected 
are  in  th(>  museum  of  tin'  Tn-titute  of  Jamaica. 

David  Iuxdo,  afti'i- a sojourji  iii  Icngland  and  America,  settled  in 
his  native  Jamaica  about  1819.  A mej-chant  by  trade,  he  tvas  also  :i 
self-taught  chemist  of  consid('ra bh'  attainment.  The  gi’owth  of 
ndhh'w  0)1  some  uidileaclu'd  calico  fiaim  .Mancln'ster  caused  him  to  go 
back  to  his  laboiatory  which  lu'  had  abandom*d  for  some  vi'ars.  l^h-om 
that  tilin' forwai’d  In' made  reseai'clu's  hich  hav('  bi'cn  of  much  value 
to  comnn’i'ci'  and  have  imnh' his  nann*  known  throughout  the  scii'ii- 
tihe  World.

In  all  Shades"  ].u})lislied  in  JSSG,  wliieli,  though  osteiisihly  dealing 
with  'riiiiidad,  rt'l'i'esents  his  Janiaiea  experiences.  In  1S73-7-I  he 
was  pi-ofessor  of  t he  new  ly-founde(|  but  s}u»rt-lived  (^>ueen's  College 
at  Spanish  Town,  instituted  with  tlu'  object  of  iinpaiting  higher 
educati(jn — the  fore-runinn-  of  the  Jamaica  Colh'ge. 

The  Tvcv.  AVjli.iaw  Ja.mks  Gaijonku,  ;i  congregational  minister,  wlio 
came  here  in  1S49,  is  best  known  for  his  “ Jlistory  of  Jamaica’  pub- 
lished in  187‘i  : but  he  took  an  active  ])art  in  tin*  im]U'ovenu‘nt  of  the 
inland  sociallv,  moi'allv  and  religioushe  and  ablv  seconded  Di.  bower- 
bank’s  (dVoi’ts  to  I'cform  th(‘  public  hospital  and  lu?iatic  asylum. 

Sir  Antiionv  ,M  L'S(;FtAVH,  w hose  tenure^  of  otlice  as  govei’nor  ex- 
tended fi-()m  1877  to  1888,  carried  througli  manv  useful  undertak- 
ings  the  lapgulation  of  coolie  immigratioji,  the  refoiin  of  legal  j^ro- 
ce<lui’(‘,  the  establishment  of  electric  telegr;i})hs  and  coastal  sttmmei' 
sei-vice,  the  purchase  and  (extension  of  the  railway  by  the  govei’iiim'nt, 
a)id  the  ix'-organization  of  the  botanical  dt'pai  tnnuit. 

Sir  Mdward  Xewtox,  who  was  colonial  secrc'taiw'  from  1877  to  1888, 
is  |)erhaps  better  woi'thy  of  a ])lace  in  the  Jamaica  Poi’ti’ait  Gallery 
as  an  ornithologist  than  as  an  administrator.  In  the  “Handbook  of 
Jamaica”  for  1881  he  published  a list  (.>f  the  birds  of  Jamaica  drawn 
U])  by  himself  and  his  brother  Professor  .Vlfred  New  ton  of  Cambridge. 

Father  Joseph  Dupont  arrived  from  France,  in  Jamaica,  in  1847 
to  assist  the  first  vicar  apostolic  of  Jamaica.  During  a long  career 
h(‘  eiawted  many  chui’clies  and  was  the  foundim  of  sc'vcmal  associations 
alliiMlto  1 loly  Trinity  church  : and  was  also  connected  with  si'veral 
philant hro])ic  institutions  in  Kingstc)n.  AJum  ht'  died  in  1887  it  is 
estimated  that  nearly  7,000  })ersons  (jf  evei-y  denomination  in  the 
city  followed  his  remains  to  their  last  resting  ])lace.  A statue, 
erected  as  a “tribute  of  ])ublic  atfection,"  stands  in  tlie  }>arade.

The  jiumher  of  addresses  which  he  received  oil 
his  dejiarturc' testiiic'd  to  hi>  populaiaty  in  all  jiai’ts  of  the  island  and  in

The  usual  divi^ion  of  liistoric's  inbj  dynasties,  centuries  or  leigns, 
is  at  tie.'  bi'st  sometimes  unsatisfactory.  In  Jamaica  the  limits  of 
the  epochs  se(‘m  particularly  ('lu''iv(',  allectial  as  they  have  bei.m  by 
t he  deviJojnneiits  a nd  n-st  riction>  of  indiist  rii's  and  the  social  con- 
dition of  th('  })(M)pie,  touclu'd  by  \va\'es  more*  or  le.-s  faint  of  Ibitish 
national  and  foreign  politics. 

The  four  political  ej)0ch-making  events  in  Jamaica  History  are 
the  establishment  of  civil  government  in  IGbl  ; the  abolition  of  the 
slave-trade  in  1807  : the  tetal  abolition  of  slaviu’y  in  18.'>8  ; and  tin* 
surrmider  of  re})resentativ(‘  ■go\’ernm('nt  in  18G(3. 

The  development  of  the  West  Indian  colonies  has  been  sevcn-cJy 
handica])ped  b}’  the  ever-shifting  comiition  of  the  leaders  amongst 
their  peojiles.  Govermjrs  and  olHcials  of  all  sorts  remaiiu'd  for  a 
time  only,  and  too  many  of  the  landed  })roprietors  paid  but  little 
hee(l,to  the  well-being  of  the  sla^■('s  c)r  hibourei'S  \vorki]ig  on  their  es- 
tates. There  has,  through  the  long  years  of  Jamaica  history,  be(‘n  but 
little  evidence  of  the  1 1 ue  home-life  and  village-life  whic-h  went  fai- 
to  build  up  the  kaigland  of  to-day.  Good  admini'trators,  z(‘alous 
woi'kers,  kindl}' philanthropists,  as  many  cf  the  eontrollers  f)f  J.nna- 
ica's  destinv  mav  have  been,  thev  sta\'ed  Inu'e  as  a rule  too  short  a 
time  to  lea\'e  moi'o  than  a passing  impression.  And  the  ab^^ence  of 
the  element  of  a body  of  leaders  of  thought  and  action,  ahvavs  head- 
ed  bv  members  residemt  in  the  colonv  for  two  or  tln-ee  genei-ations, 
had  too  often  its  elTect  or  reflection  in  the  lack  of  c-ontinuite  of 
action  on  the  pai-t  of  the  people,  in  spite  of  the  fa  -t  that  manv  coun- 
trymen (jf  the  lU’uce  have  helped  to  col(,)ni/e  the  inland
